ASHINGTON, May 21.—President 
Roosevelt today unveiled the me- 
morta! shaft erected at Arlington 

by the National Society of Colonial 

Dames in memory of the soldiers who 

fell in the recent struggle between 

Spain and the United States. Around 

the platform an immense crowd gath- 

ered, among whom were many men who 
saw service in Cuba, Porto Rico and 
the Philippines. The ceremonies were 
in charge of Maj.-Gen. John R. Brooke, 
commander of the Department of the 

East, the military establishment being 

represented by a battalion of engineers, 

a battalion of marines, a light battery 

of the Fourth Artillery, two squadrons 

ef the Second Cavalry, and over five 
hundred veterans of the Spanish War. 

The services began with the playing 
of the “Dead March,” from Saul, and 
followed by a choir singing “Onward, 

Thristian Soldiers.” Prayer was said 

by Bishop Satterlee and a Catholic 

priest, and the entire audience joined 

'n singing the national hymn. ieut.- 

Gen. John M. Schofield, United States 

Army, retired, then read the address 

of the President of the national so- 

clety, Mrs. Justin R. Townsend, at 

the conclusion of which the shaft was 
unveiled, amid the cheers of the thous- 

ands who had surrounded the moun? 


As the shaft was unvelled the ar. 
tillery fired the national salute, after 
which President Roosevelt d>*livered 
the following address: 

“Mrs. President and members of the 
society, and you, my comrades, and 
finally officers and men of the regular 
army, whom we took as our modele in 
the war four years ago: It is a pleas- 
ure to be here this afternoon to accept 
in the name of the nation the monu- 
ment put up by your society to the 
memory of those who fell in the war 
with Spain, a short war, a war that 
called for the exertion of only the 
merest fraction of the giant strength 
of this nation. but a war, the eifects 
of which will be felt through the cen- 
turies to come It is eminently appro- 
priate that the monument should be 
unvelled today, the day succeeding 


that on which the free republic of 
Cuba took its place among the nations 
of the world, as a sequel to what was 
done by those men who fell and by 
their comrades in 1898. 

PLEDGE REDEEMED. 


“We went to war for a specific pur- 


pose- We made for Cuba a specie 
pledge, ani we redeemed that plecge 
to the letter. And I think, my com- 
rades, that we have peculiar reasons 
to be proud of one of our fellows 
who served with us in that war, aad 
under whom during the last few years 
Cuba has taken these strides forward 
which have fitted it to stand alont- 
I speak of Gen. Leonard Wood. And 
great though the services were that 
Gen. Wood rendered during th> war, 
they have heen surpassed by the invs- 
timable service he has renderei in 
peace to Cuba. and therefore to our 
nation, for our interest was bouni up 
in the success and welfare of Cuba. 

“And a word here, where we meet 
to honor the memory of those who drew 
the great prize of death in battle; a 
word in reference to the survivors. I 
think that one lesson everyone who 
was capable of learning anything 
learned from his experience in that war 
was the old, old lesson, that we need 
to apply in peace quite as much—the 
lesson that the man who does not care 
to do any act until the time for heroic 
action comes, does not do the heroic 
act when the time does come. You re- 
member, comrades, it is barely possi- 
ble some of you remember, the man 
who, when you enlisted, had a theory 
that there was nothing but splendor 
and fighting and bioodshed in the war, 
and then had the experience at once of 
learning that the first thing you had to 
do was to perform common-place du- 
ties and perform them well. The work 
of any man in the campaign depended 
upon the resolution and _ intelligence 
with which he started about doing each 
duty as it arose; not waiting until he 
could choose the duty that he thought 
sufficiently spectacular to do; but doing 
the duty that came to hand. That is 
exactly the lesson that all of us need 
to learn in times of peace. It is not 
merely a great thing, but an iIndispen- 
sable thing, that the nation’s citizens 
should be ready and willing to do for 
it at the time of need. 

“What we need most in this repub- 
lic is not special genius; is not unusual 
brilliancy, but the honest and upright 
adherence on the part of the masses 
of the citizens and their representatives 
to the fundamental! laws of private and 
public morality, which are now what 
they have been during recorded his- 
tory, and we shall succeed or fail in 
making in tifis republic what it should 
be made—I will go a little further than 
that--what it shall and must be made— 
according to the manner in “which we 
resolutely set ourselves to the task of 
citizenship, which consists of doing the 
duties, private and pubile, which in 


the aggregate make it up.’ 
MARCHING ON HERRERA.

PANAMA, May 21.—({By South Amer- 
ican Cable.] The government forces be- 
gan to leave Panama at 6 o'clock yes- 
terday morning. In ali about 2000 men 
under Gens. Amaya and Salazar will 

proceed against the insurgents. Before 
a left the city Gen. Salazar said: 

“I intend to attack the rebels imme- 
diately. I expect to receive within the 
next eight days reinforcements of 3900 
men under the command of Gen. Pan 
Pillo Guitertroz, who will cotperate 
with the troops teaving Panama today. 
Herrera and his forces will be at- 
tacked by over 5000 of the best soldiers 
in the repubiic, as well as by a feet. 
His resistance can be but futile. The 
government has been victorious in the 
interior of the republic, and it can send, 
if necessary, 10,000 more men to end 
the revolution on the isthmus.” 

Fifteen thousand government soldiers 
remain in Panama (to protect the city. 
The soldiers who arrived here Monday 
are part of the army which recently 
defeated Gen. Uribe-Uribe.

NNAPOLIS (Md.) May 21.—The 
reception of the representatives of 
the French republic, who are here 

to participate in the ceremonies attend- 

ant upon the unveiling of the Roch- 
ambeau monument in Washington 
next Friday, took place on board the 

French battleship Gaulofs in Annapolls 

roads at 2 o'clock today. 

The commissioners representing the 
United States—Coil. Theodore F. Bing- 
ham, superintendent of pubiic grounds 
in Washington; Assistant Secretary of 
State H. H. D. Pierce and Commander 
B. R, Rodgers—reached Annapolis from 
Warhington at $ o'clock, and embarked 
on the dispatch-boat Dolphin, com- 
manded by Capt. Albert G. Leaves. 

The commissioners were accompanied 
by several members of the French em- 
bassy at Washington. 

The Gaulois and the American es- 
cort, the Albany and Kearsarge, under 
the command of Admiral Higginson, 
were anchored off Greenberry Point 
lighthouse, five miles below Annapolis. 
The Gaulois anchored just as the Do!- 
phin appeared upon the scene flut- 
tering her jack at the bow in token 
thereof, at 12:50 p.m. Some two hun- 
dred yards on the bow of the French 


battleship, Admiral Higgi s flag- 
ship, the, Olympia, came t . 
while the Albany and Kearsarge t 


positions below the Olympia. 
PLAYED “MARSEILLAISE.” 

The Indiana, which lay between An- 
napolis and Greenberry Point light- 
house, was the first to give a sign of 
welcome to the French warship. The 
Alabama responded with a signal, and 
then the air reverberated with a can- 
hon boom from the Gaulois, the tradi- 
tional tweenty-one guns being fired. 
This was followed by two patriotic airs 
from the band on board the Gaulois, 
one of these being the “Marseiliaise.” 
Immediately after thig the United 
States commissioners proceeded in a 
launch to the Gaulols, and as they 
approached the French battleship a 
salute of fifteen guns wae fired. 

On board the French steamer every 
preparation had been made for a most 
pieasing reception of the American 
representatives. The giant battleship 
was spick and span from bow to stern, 
and every sailor, marine and officer 
was place give a hearty 
welcome to the American visitors. As 
soon the commissioners touchod 
the deck of the Gaulols they were effu- 
sively greeted by Gen, Burgere, Ad- 
miral Fournier and their staffs. After 
greetings had been exchange the vis- 
jtores were escorted to the cabin, where 
the brief ceremony of weicome and 


response at once took place, Aasist- | 


one Secretary of Btate Pierce apoke 
on behalf of the government of the 
United States, and Gen. Brugere 1e- 
plied in a few words 

The American commissioners spent 
half an hour on beard the Gaulols, 
and then returned to the Dolphin, ‘n 
the meantime having paid formal ca)ls 
upon the Olympla and Alabama. 

Later in the afternoon the Frerch 
commissioners made a return «call 
upon the American commissioners on 
board the Dolphin, after which the 
Doiphin returned ‘to Annapolis. 

Upon the return of the Dolphin, Col. 
Bingham and the French Embassy 
officials disembarked and returned to 
Washington; Assistant Secretary 
Pierce remaining on the vessel. To- 
morrow morning the French commis- 
sioners will leave for Washincton to 
pay their recpects to the President 

SPENT A QUIET DAY.

IS PASSED. 


Senator Bard Will Ask 

for a Still Greater - 
Appropriation.

Terror and Panie 
in Martinique. 


Mont Pelee's Continu- 
ous Convulsions. 

Whole Island Threatened With 
Total Obliteration. 
Inhabitants Cast Themselves 
into the Sea to Escape 
Fiery Fate.

One who took this mode of escape is 
Richard Kadish of Westminster Park, 
Manchester, Eng. Kadish has been 
traveling through Venesuela, with 
William R. Grace, Jr., of New York and 
arrived here afew days ago.

PANIC-STRICKEN NATIVES, 

From all parts of the island not cut 
off by the flow of lava, refugees are 
coming into Fort de France. The 
mountain roads are filled with panic- 
etricken and starving natives. Arriving 
here their terrors do not decrease, 
anit they are as anxious to press on te 
some safer place as they were to get 
here. All roads are dotted with dead, 
and many are reported to be dying, 
having fallen from weakness on the 
way. Liberal wages are offered for 
rescuers to go out and assist those who 
have fallen by the way, but laborers 
are too full of fear to be tomagpee by 
any offer. 

WHOLE ISLAND DOOMED. 

Many believe that the entire island of 
Martinique will be buried by lava or 
sink beneath the sea. 

The explosions seem to be gathering 
force with each succeeding blast. 

The panic was greatest yesterday 
when the sun arose, shining faintly 
through the haze of ashes. The skies 
were filled with rolling and whirling 
clouds that were fiery red. Many be- 
lieved flames were about to fall upon 
them from the heavens, and the tere 
ror that ensued was pitiful. 

APPALLING SPECTACLE. 

The spectacle was so appalling that 
the populace could not appreciate the 
sublimity of it. Quickly the streets 
were filled. Soldiers and sailors mixed 
freely with citizens, all frightened wit- 
nesses. All struggled to get to a place 
of safety, they knew not where. All 
believed that where they were was the 
place of greatest danger. 

Some cursed in their frenzy. think- 
ing it was prayers they were uttering. 


‘Others fell on their knees In the streets 


and besought protection from above. 
Few were able to refrain from tears.

WATER FAMINE. 

Supplies are here in plenty for the 
present, but great suffering has been 
caused by Iack of water. All the nat- 
ural water supplies have been pol- 
luted by lava, which has developed 
sulphuric acid. Water is being doled 
eut from the ships, and word has been 
gent to nearby islands for a greater 
supply. 

Extravagant prices are demanded 
for transportation. Those fortunate 
enough to own small boats sufficiently 
Seaworthy to make the run from here 
to the nearest islands are making 
themselves rich by taking away those 
who desire to escape the wrath of 
Mont Pelee. Hundreds have gone and 
thousands are waiting only fcr an op- 
portunity to get away. 

CONSTANT CONVULSIONS. 

Two men of great daring penetrate! 
the island yesterday far enough to get 
a glimpse of Mont Pelee from the in-

Immense quantiiles of rock and ashes 
fell within six miles of Kingstown.

Great streams of 
lava flowed down the sides of the 
mountain, causing great devastation. 

Kingstown is crowded with refugees 
and the people are wild to get away 
from the isiand. Those who returned 
to Chateau Belair have again sought 
refuge in Kingstown. 

Fears are entertained that a new 
crater is about opening near Kings- 
town. 

Ramaqua Valley is covered with 
smoke, which appears to come from 
Bonhomme Mountain. 

The total number of deaths now in 
St. Vincent will reach 2000, and more 
are dying dally from injuries and 
burns.

BISREE (Ariz.) May 21.—In a dis- 
patch to the Review from Cananea, A. 
W. Burchard, second vice-president of 
the Cananea Consolidated Copper Com- 
pany, says regarding the epidemic re- 
ported there: “Certain dissatisfied for- 
mer employés of this company are ma- 
liclously circulating the report that an 
epidemic prevails at Cananea. No 
epidemic of any sort exists here or has 
prevailed. From June 16, 191, to 
April 22, 1902, the total number of 
deaths was 165 in a total of 10,000 peo- 
ple. Since April 22, thirty-four deaths 
have occurred, half from d of the 
respiratory organs, the rest from va- 
rious causes.” 


A specia) to The Times from El 
Paso, under date of May 20, gave har- 
rowing details of the alleged plague 
at Cananea. 

The verity of the tale hung upon the, 
word of one of J. A. Jones, who repre- 
sented himself as extensively inter- 
ested in the surrounding district. 

On the testimony of reliable persons 
it appears that Jones is “interested” to 
the degree of keeping all persons and 
all business away from Cananea.

O'BRIEN AND 
HIS BULLETS. 


Crozier Says They are 
not Dum-dums. 


Hot Shot for Officers 
in the Philippines. 


Senators Lodge and Dietrich 
Place Patterson on the 
Defensive, 


{BY THE NEW ASSOCIATED PRESS—P.M.) 

WASHINGTON, May 21.—Corp. 
O’Brien, formerly of the Twenty-sixth 
Volunteer Infantry, was before the 
Senate Philippine Committee today and 
produced the alleged “dum-dum,” or 
explosive bullets. He said they were 
not like the ordinary cartridges, be- 
cause they did not have the letters “U. 
8." on them, Gen. Crozier, Chief of 
Ordnance, was called, and testified that 
the cartridges were the same size as 
the regulation Krag-Jorgensen. He «x- 
plained that sometimes the action of 
there bullets produced serious wounds. 

O’Brien was recalied and questionea 
concerning features of his previous tvus- 


timony. During the course of his ex- 
amination Senators Dietrich and Pat- 
terson became invoived in quite a sharp 
controversy as to the propriety of cer- 
tain questions asked the witness. 

NOT DUM-DUMS. 

Gen. Crozier said that the cartridges 
presented by O’Brien were not different 
from the ordinary regulation cartridges. 
Asked if they were "dum-dum,” or ex- 
plosive bullets, the witness replied in 
the negative. “They are perfectly nor- 
mal bullets,” he said. The regulation 
Krag-Jorgensen bullet, he said, often 
has practically the same effect as a 
dum-dum, or explosive bullet. 
*O'’Brien then was questioned by Sen- 
ator Beveridge, who required the wit- 
ness to go into minute details respect- 
ing his charge that a number of 
American officers had violated the per- 
son of a Spanish woman at the time 
the town of Igbaras was burned. 

Questions by the Senator brought out 
the fact that there were then just four 
American officers in the town of Igba- 
ras. 

“Consequently,” said the Senator, “if 
the statements made by the woman's 
husband are true, these four men are 
guilty of the crime charged.” 

The witness assented to this infer- 
ence. He gave the names of two pri- 
vates as being those who he thought 
had told him the story. 

PATTERSON PROTESTS. 

When the names had been given Sen- 
ator Patterson protested, saying that 
to compe! the witness to mention then, 
under the circumstances and in view 
of his protest, was a grave injustice 
to the men whose names had thus 
been dragged in. 

Senator Lodge retorted that he be- 
lieved that instead of doing an injustice 
the committee was on'the road to do- 
ing justice. 

This statement cause Senator Pat- 
terson to say with evident appearance 
of wrath, that the attitude of Sena- 
tor Lodge had been that of menace 
toward the witness ever since he had 
taken the stand. 

“My attitude,” responded Senator 
Lodge, “has not been any more that 
of menace of the witness than your 
attitude has been that of defense cf 


him. 

Ra Patterson: I deny the Imputa- 
tion. 

Mr. Lodge: And I deny that I have 


in any way attempted to menace the 
witness. ° 
DIETRICH HITS PATTERSON. 

Senator Dietrich charged Snator 
Patterson with having done all that 
he could io/injure the army, and with 
having done nothing to protect and 
preserve ite good name. 

Mr. Patterson resented this state- 
ment sharply and-angrily. ‘‘The Sena- 
tor from Nebraska,” he said, ‘should 
be ashamed of himself. He knows 
that the truth is exactly opposite to 
what he has etated, and what he has 
said is positively untrue.”

HOW AN ODD IMPOSTURE WAS 
BROUGHT TO LIGHT. 

Mining Engineer Adams Having Died 
on the Mojave Desert J. P. Fay 
Adopted His Name So That He Could 

Make Use of His Credentials.

COLORADO SPRINGS (Colo.) May 
21.—{Exclusive Dispatch.] According 
to his own confession, J. P. Fay ack- 
nowledges that he has,been masque- 
rading under a dead man’s name for 
the past three months. The name 
which ae has been traveling under is 

. A. Adams, a mining engineer of 
Californie with whom Fay was as- 
sociated last winter, on the Mojave 
desert. 

Adams, according to Fay's story, 
met with an accident while on a pros. 
pecting trip on the desert. One nicht 
Adams, while delirious, wandered away 
from camp and became lost, and Fay 
says nis bones are bleaching under the 
sun's hot rays on the desert. 

Fay wrote Adams’ mother to this 
effect. The later resides at Petrolia, 
Humbolt county, California. Mrs, 
Adams was loathe to believe that her 
son was dead, and immediately began 
an investigation and search. From 
many points, including this city, she 
learned that a man claiming to be 
J. A. Adams, and bearing proper cre- 
dentials had been seen. 

A few days ago, a man giving the 
name of J. A. Adams, claiming to be 
a nrining engineer, applied for employ- 
ment to Alderman Ashworth. Re- 
calling the case Pater, Ashworth mailed 
a letter to J. A. Adams asking him to 
eall. Later Fay called, and after a rig- 
orous* course of questioning admitted 
that he had been traveling under 
Adams’ name. 


Fav wrote a letter fully confessing, — 


in which he says: 

“The accident which befell Adams 
happened eighty miles west of Gold 
Rock and fourteen miles from Yuma, 
Arizona. Two days were spent in 
searching for the lost engineer without 
success. 

“I came into possession of Adams’ 
memorandum book, and some letters 
and cards at the camp, and as they 
showed him to be a Untted States 
mineral surveyor, I thought I could get 
a good position by using them as my 
own. 

“I have studied surveying, but never 


graduated, s» I am handicapped tn 
tryint to get work. That was my 
reason for using Adams’ name. Now 


that | am exposed, I shall leave the 
country and forward the letters, cards, 
etc., to his mother tn Petrolia.”

Czar Toasts His Guest 
and French Army.

French President Echoes Sen- 
liments of Czar in His 
| Response. 


(BY THE NEW ASSOCIATED PRESS—A.M.) 

TRASKOYE-SELO (Russia) May 21. 
—[By Atlantic Cable.] The Czar and 
President Loubet arrived here yester- 
day afternoon. The Czar accompanied 
his guest to the palace, where Pres!- 
dent Loubet will reside. The President 
of France subsequently called on the 
Czar, 

The French naval officers have been 
accorded a reception from the people 
only a degree less enthusiastic than 
that given to President Loubet himself. 
Russian navai officers are fraternizing 
with the Frenchmen, and accompany 
them on excursions to points of Inter- 
est about St. Petersburg. The sight of 
a French uniform is everywhere the sign 
for an ovation. 


It is considered probable that the 


French squadron will return home by 
way of Copenhagen, and that in any 
case it will avoid passing through the 
Kiel Canal. 

The Czar, President Loubet, the Czar- 
ina and the Dowager Czarina attended 
& great review of troops today. His 
Majesty, on horseback, and M. Loubet, 
the Cgarina, the Dowager (zarina and 
irand Duchess Sergius in a carriage, 
passed down the front of the troops, 
attended by brilliant suites. 

At the luncheon after the review, the 
Czar offered the following toast: 

“Mr. resident: The troops whose 
march you have just witnessed are 
happy to have been pormitios to ren- 
der honors to so highly-esteemed a 
Chief of State, our friend-and ally. The 
lively sympathies felt by the Russian 
army for the splendid army of France 
are well known. They constitute a 
real brotherhood of arms which we 
can regard with all the greater satis- 
faction because these imposing forces 
are not destined to support one an- 
other aggressively, but on the contrary 
to strengthen the maintenance of gen- 
eral peace and safeguard respect for 
those high principles which  as- 
sure the well being and conduce to 
the progress of nations. 

“I raise my glass to the prosperity 
and glory of the grand army of 
France.” 

President Loubet replied: 

“Sir: I thank Your Matesty for giv- 
ing me the extreme pleasure of admir- 
ing the fine troops, whose proud bear- 
ing. martial step and precision in 
maneuvering are evidence that the 
Russian army’ proydly maintains its 
high renown. Just as common sym- 
pathies and wide interests have united 
the two peoples, so the noble brother-

The 
canvass on the Democratic side of the 
Blouse has been conducted by Repre- 
sentative Newlands of Nevada, and he 
Said today that he had found during 
hip canvass only one Democrat who 
opposes the bill. 

On the Republican side the canvass 
has been made by Republican trriga- 
tlonista, and they say that something 
like two-thirds of the Republican 
members of the Hotise are in favor of 
the bill, and will vote for it against 
the House leadership.

The 
resolution was adopted. The Sécre- 
tary of State was directed to transmit 
to the President of Cuba a copy of the 
resolution just passed. 

WELLINGTON’'S WAIL. 

Consideration of the Philippine Bill 
was then begun, Mr. Wellington of 
Maryland addressing the Senate in op- 
position to the policy of the United 
States in the Philippines. He de- 
nounced the war in the Philippines as 
being as indefensible as that of the 
hordes of hell led by Lucifer against 
God. He declared that we had departed 
from the civilization of the day and 
had resorted to the barbarities and in- 
famies of the most barbarous peoples. 
Our army had resorted to the killing 
of the wounded and of defenseless 
prisoners, and had resorted to the con- 
centration of the Filipinos into camps 
where disease and death were to deci- 
mate them. The American army was 
responsible for these “outrages,” al- 
though it was the creature of the pol- 
icy administered by the government. 

He said he attacked not the army 
alone for the “outrages” committed in 
the Philippines, but the administration 
as well, for the administration was re- 
sponsible for the operations of the 


army. 

He criticised the administration for 
rejecting Gen. Miles'’s offer to go to 
the Philippines with an intent to end 
said the administration 
officers as Bell and 
and Chaffee. Ali the orders of 
these officers were known by the War 
Department, and yet above that de- 
partment was the President, who be- 
gan “this unconstitutional war.” Above 
the President were the American people 
and they were to decide whether the 
United States should continue its pol- 
icy in the Philippines. In previous elec- 
tions, he said, the American people had 
placed the dollar aBove the man and 
upon the people themselves rested the 
responsibility of the war in the Philip- 
upines. 

Mr. Wellington denounced the pres 
ent conflict in the Philippines, said that 
it seemed that efforts had been made 


to “make infamous the American 
name by every act of unbriled li- 
cense.” 


He declared the President had no 
right to create the Philippine Comm's«- 
sion, and to proceed as he had in @ 
islans, and he (Wellington,) was not 
in favor of legalizing the commission 
as was proposed by this bill. 

The conference report on the Agri- 
cultural Bill was agreed to. 

MORE BACON. 

Mr. Bacon of Georgia then resumed 
his speech, begun yesterday, on the 
Philippine Bill. Adverting to the pol- 
icy of concentration, he referred to the 
camps as reconcentrado camps, end 
Mr. Spooner inquired if it was his pur- 
pose to faveten upon the American army 
the odium of Weylerism. He said the 
term reconcentrado stood for a policy 
of infamy which was not the purpose 
of Gen. Bell in issuing the concentra- 
tion order, and he believed Mr. Bacon 
knew that the general had not such 
purpose. Mr. Bacon said he had called 
attention to this matter simply to 
show the American people what were 
the results of the one poner in 
order that, understanding it, they 
might.be induced to abandon it. 

Discugsing the term “scuttle,” as ap- 
plied to the Philippine policy, he de- 
clared that what the minority now 
asked to be done as to the Philippines 
was precisely what leading Senators 
of the majority wanted to done in 
the beginning, and after quoting from 
speeches of Messrs. and For- 
aker. Mr. Bacon sald: 

“If these Senators will say to us that 
it ia the purpose of the United States 
td jet these people stand alone, and ul- 
timately to give them freedom, we will 
not. quarrel then about the time.

ROYAL BULLFIGHT. 


Spanish Fetes Culminate With a Spe- 
cial Display of the Brutal Sport is 
Presence of His Majesty. 

{BY DIRECT WIRE TO THE TiMES ) 

MADRID, May 21.—lExclusive Dis- 
patch.] The Spanish fetes virtually cul- 
minated yesterday in a royal bullfight. 
There have been frequent exhibitions 
of this brutal and degrading sport dur- 
ing the past fortnight, but this was a 
show unexampled in the variety of 
style in the beating and killing of bulls 
by different persons, and revealing the 
picadores and matadores in costumes of 
unwonted picturesqueness., 

The flercest bulls and most agile 
artists of the arena had been reserved 
for this supreme occasion, and there 
was the vast concourse of spectators 
in gala dress with the women arrayed 
in the height of Spanish fashion. The 
King himself was present as the pa- 
tron of the national sport, and a spe- 
cial guard formed a cordon for his 
protection. 

Everything was done to dignify the 
event, but, except when viewed 
through Spanish eyes it was a hor- 
rible and barbarous spectacle involve 
ing the torture of maddened bulls, the 
disemboweling of many horses, and 
the diéplay of the morbid blood- 
thirstiness and evil passions of an 
immense throng of spectators. 

The Queen Regent had fncurred un- 
popularity by setting her face sternly 
against the brutal pastime, unworthy 
of a Christian nation. The King's min- 
isters have evidently considered it 
necessary to introduce him in the bul: 
arena, and as a Spaniard with a taste 
for the traditional recreation of the 
nation. Certainly, even a monarch of 
exceptional strength of charactey would 
heritate to expose himself to popular 
odium by offering resistance to the in- 
herited national passion for the blood- 


shed of bulls and wretched hacks.

days a rumor has been afloat here and 
at Nogales to the effect that the Mex!- 
can authorities had captured and con-

| Bisbee for the purpose of intimidating 
or defying the government of Sonora. 
The story is a very simple fake. It is 
denied, not only by the Greene com- 
pany's officers, but as well by Fran- 
cisco Munoz, Secretary of State for So- 
nora. The Mexican government is very 
canny in such matters. Every Ameri- 
can company operating in Sonora does 
fo under a stipulation that Mexican 
labor shall Bé&temployed to the largest 
extent possible. In the Cananea mines 
the only Americans are timbermen and 
shift bosses, though possibly nearly a 
thousand Americans are employ in 
the camp and about the smelter. 

ARIZONA TRAGEDIES.

UR FOREIGN TRADE BALANCE. 

The statistics of our foreign com- 
merce for the month of April show 
a declining trade balance, till 
largely in our favor, yet less, by 
nearly $11,000,000, than the trade 
balance for April, 1901. The excess 
of our exports over our imports for 
April of this year was $33,300,000. as 
against $44,000,000 for the correspond- 
ing month last year. For the first 
ten months of the present fiscal year— 
which will end June 30—the trade 
balance in our favor amounted to 
$435,600,000, as compared to $584 300,000 
for the first ten months of the pre- 
ceding fiscal year; a total loss for the 
ten months of $148,700,000. 

The above losses aré attributable 
chiefly to a decline in our total ex- 
ports from $1,260,000,000 for the first 
ten months of the preceding fisca! 
year (1900-1901) to $1,169.000,000 for 
the same period of the present ye«r. 
This decline amounts to upward of 
$90,000,000 in ten months. Nearly 
$66,000,000 of this decline was in 
breadstuffs, the total decline being 
$57,000,000. The severe drought of last 
year, which was most disastrous to 
the corn crop, was largely responsible 
for the heavy decrease in our exports 
of that cereal. The effects of the 
drought are still felt in our domestic 
market, as well as in our foreign 
trade. It is hardly to be supposed, 
however, that we shall have a second 
year of drought. A full cereal crop 
for the current year would probably 
go far toward restoring the balance 
of trade. 

Notwithstanding the losses above 
noted, our export trade is stil] far 
in excess of the general average of 
ordinary years. The years of 1900 and 
1901 were phenomenal years, and it is 
only when comparisons are made with 
these extraordinary periods that re- 
sults appear unfavorable. Our gen- 
eral importations are heavy, as they 
have been for the past five or six 
years. Our exports of merchandise 
also continue very favorable, which 
conditions indicate a gratifying activ- 
ity of our industries. 

Recent exports are very favorable 
to the growing crops. The compara- 
tively high price of corn- will induce 
the planting of a large acreage, and 
winter wheat is in better condition 
than the reports indicated a few 
weeks ago. Altogether, the outlook 
is decidedly favorable. The iron in- 
dustry, which constitutes a fairly 
good index of the condition of*«gen- 
eral trade, continues in a phenomenal

RITISH COLONIAL TRADE. 

There bas been, of late, a growing 
discussion in England qn the subject 
of granting preferential duties to 
British colonies on imported cereals. 
To accomplish this object it would, of 
course, be necessary to impose duties 
upon cereals imported from countries 
other than the British colonies, admit- 
ting cereals from the colonies either 
free of duty or at @ very low duty, 
in order to give the colonies, so far 
as possible, a monopoly of the Brit- 
ish trade in that line. The plan pro- 
posed would be a radical departure 
from the British free-trade _ policy. 
But it would undoubtedly be of enor- 
mous benefit to the colonial trade. A 
writer in the London Post of recent 
date declared that this preferential 
treatment must come sooner or later, 
and that “without it imperial federa- 
tion is an impossibility.” The writer 
says: 

“I do not say that any immediate 
preferential treatment will be given 
to colonial corn and flour, nor is it 
necessary that this should be done. 
The colonies have loyally and ggner- 
ously helped us with the war in 
South Africa, and they would be the 
last to complain of taking a share 
with us in the payment, even if this 
should deprive them of a small 
amount of profit on their exports. 
Sir Michael Hicks-Beach has, how- 
ever, taken the first steps toward a 
right understanding of our imperial 
responsibility, and it now remains for 
Parliament to take the other and in- 
troduce preferential treatment in 
favor of the colonies, with, of course. 
a corresponding preference on the 
part of the colonies in favor of the 
motherland. By remitting the corn 
and flour duty in the case of the col- 
onies, and maintaining it as against 
the foreigner, the government will 
drive the first nail in the coffin of a 
fiscal policy which is fast leading 
Great Britain to abandon her position 
as the first commercial power in the 
world. If the chance is missed, im- 
perial federation will be delayed, per- 
haps indefinitely. With Mr. Cham- 
berlain at the helm, however, it is 
not likely that any such mistake will 
be made, and now that Sir Michael 
Hieks-Beach has been converted there 
is hope for the mgre obetinate, if less 
distinguished, politicians among the 
Unionist party at Westminster. The 
colonies we know are willing to give 
preference to British goods, and Mr. 
Reid, speaking on the subject of the 
budget. does not hesitate to say that 
he would not oppose a proposakto al- 
low a 5 per cent. preference on Brit- 
ish goods. Personally, I think it 
would be better to give preferential 
treatment gradually, and not neces- 
sarily on the same commodity: for 
example, if a preference was given to 
Canadian wheat it would not be ab- 
solutely necessary to give a prefer- 
ence to Australian wheat. In the case 
of Australia and New Zealand wine, 
meat or wool might be taken. But 
-no time should be lost In trying the 
experiment, and in a quarter where 
the suspension of the most-favored 
nation treatment would be least felt.”

ably be put into prac ical operation 


sooner or later. There is no doubt 
that it will in some degree injure 
American trade with Great Brita!n. 
But the injury will not be really 
serions, for there are many articies 
which will not be affected. And 
moreover, we will be able in some de- 
gree to find compensation for the de- 
crease of British trade by giving pref- 
erential duties to the Philippines, 
Porto Rico, and Cuba—and perhaps 
to Mexico, Central America and South 
America—as we find it possible to do 
so without inflicting serious injury 
upon our own industries. 

At all events, we cannot blame Great 
Britain for favoring her colonia) de- 
pendencies. Her adoption of the 
preferential system, however, would 
be almost tantamount to a confession 
that the much-vaunted system of free- 
trade is a failure, and that she was 
virtually forced to abandon % after 
giving it a fair and thorough trial. 


Jim Hill, with the insolence§ and 
audacity of the average railway mag- 
nate, has served notice on the people 
of the State of Washington that if they 
persist in pushing their cause against 
his merger scheme he will at once pro- 
ceed to discipline them by raising the 
rates on their lumber products, all of 
which goes to show that the action 
against His Eminent Plutocratness 
has not commenced any too soon. If 
Mr. Hill is within the law with his 
merger scheme, all well and good: the 
law will protect him in his every right: 
but if he be in violation of the statutes, 
then the corrective wiil be applied. His 
threat will, or should, bring things to 
a speedy focus. It is about time to find 
out whether the railway magnates are 
running this country, or whether this 
is a government of the people in fact 
as well as in name. It is just such 
acts as this of Mr. Hill that bring 
the great railway corporations into 
disrepute and which subject them to 
the criticism that Mr. Harriman com- 
plained about in an interview at Port- 
land the other day. It is, by the way, 
not altogether to the credit of the busi- 
ness men of Washington that they 
have fallen down to Hill and are now 
“hellering’’ to the Governor to drop the 
merger suit. If that suit is based upon 
equity it should go to trial: and if it 
be not so based, Mr. Hill has nothing to 
fear from judge or jury. “Let justice 
be done though the heaveng fail.” 


Mr. Harriman deprecates the hos- 
tility of newspapers “and politicians” 
to the railroads—a coupling together 
which he had no business to make, for 
the politicians and the newspapers do 
not travel in pairs, by a whole lot.

SAN FERNANDO’'S LOSS. 

Similar sentiments were uttered by 
George L. Arnold, secretary of the 
Olive Growers’ Association, which has 
1100 acres of olives in bearing in San 
Fernando Valley. This association has 
just begun to reach out for eastern 
trade, but Mr. Arnold thinks that he 
will have to. do some tall hustling if 
the bad influence of the State's agri- 
cultural expert is to be counteracted. 
“That was a bad break of the Ber- 
keley man,” said he, “and is sure to 
have a tremendous affect on the olive 
trade for a year at least. I am sur- 
prised that he should have made such 
a suggestion, for he has usually been 
very moderate, but his advice won't 
be as valuable hereafter as it has been. 
The fact that olive dealers here have 
used a poison to color their fruit has 
already been circulated among eastern 
buyers, who for the first time in the 
history of the business, have looked to 
Southern California for a large supply, 
with the result that they are on their 
guard, and will perhaps take only a 
small per cent. of what they other- 
wise would, California olives are sure 
to win out in the end and rival the 
Spanish and Italian product, but not 
if such blunderers as Prof. Hilgard 
are allowed to occupy positions of in- 
fluence.” 

“SERIOUS,” SAYS MR. STORY. 

F. Q. Story. president of the Cham- 
ber of Commerce, was moderate in his 
views, but he thinks that the seri- 
cultura! adviser made a grave mistake.

“Notice to passengers: Transfers 
are good only at transfer points.”

IMMENSE RANCH INVOLVED. 
SANTA BARBARA, May 21.—A suit 
invilving title to 20,000 acres of land 
in the vicinity of Los Alamos and 
known as the Brinkerhoff ranch, is 
on trial in the Superior Court. Fraud 


and collusion in connection with 
a recent transfer of the  prop- 
erty are charged. The parties 


involved are Mrs. Teresa Bell, widow 
of Thomas Bell, and special adminis- 
tratrix of the estate, and Louisa J. 
Thompson, the lat being defendant. 
After the death of 1 three executors 
were appointed, two of whom soon re- 
signed, leaving George Staack as the 
sole executor. The estate was he@vily 
mortgaged, and in time foreclosure pro- 
ceedings were instituted and the ranch 
fell into the possession of defendant 
for $58,000. Mrs. Bell contends that the 
property was worth more than twice 
that, and that Staacke disposed 
of under  =<secret wunder- 
standing. in which he and Mrs.

RED SPIDER DISCUSSED. 


SAN DIMAS, May 21.—The fan Di- 
mas Heights Horticultural Club held 
an interesting meeting last night at 
Tierra Alta, the commodicus residence 
of J. W. Walker, with a large num.- 
ber of the local horticulturists pres- 
ent. Prof. Woodworth of the State Uni- 
vertity, who is studying the — 
at Asusa, told of what he and his as- 
sistant, Mr. Boke, learned of its life 
history and habits. This mite or spi- 
der is different from any of the other 
red spiders found in greenhouses in the 
East, and also from the red spider in 
the northern part of the State on de- 
ciduous trees, and a description of it 
is not found in economir: literature. 
The females deposit probably three 
eg«s each dally. The young hatch in 
from six to seven days and moult three 
times before arriving at maturity, which 
period is about twenty-two days. Al- 
lowing for variations the perio! from 
the depositing of the egg to the laying 
of another by the insect thus repro- 
duced 


days. These deta are valuable to the 
horticulturist, as nothing ha« yet been 
found that will destroy the eggs, giv- 
ing a correct idea of the best times 
for spraying to kill the Hive epiders. 
Three sprayings were recommended. 
The first two one week apart and the 
third two weeks later. It has not been 
demonstrated that the dry sulphur 
treatment used in the north and in 
greenhouses is effective in destroy!ng 
these spiders. The rate of reproduc. 
tion is very rapid. From calculations 
based on his observations Prof. Wood- 
worth estimated that without molesta- 
tion one spider tn four months would 
Increase to 1,000,000. Five or six pre- 
dacious Insects have been found feed- 
ing on them. notably the ladybirds. 
No disease has yet been observe! 
among them, such as suddenly sweep 
away other forms of Insect life, but 
the professor hopes to discover some- 
thing of this kind to account for the 
sudden disappearance of the spider 
from some orchards.

PUDDING OF FINE HOMINY 
UB a cup of cold bolied fine 

hominy to a #mooth paste with 
a tablespoonful of butter.

AN DIEGO HUSBAND 
THREATENS SHOOTING. 


LOCKED UP LAST NIGHT ON HIS 
WIFE’S COMPLAINT. 
—— 
Gan Diego Eastern to Make Another 
Survey to Yuma—Los Angeles Woman 


Sues for Much Property—Death of 
Col. Bradt. 


(SPECIAL CORRESTONDENCE OF THE 

SAN DIEGO, May 21.—George W. 
Jackson was arrested this evening on 
a complaint sworn to by Mrs. Bertha 
Jackson, his wife, charging him with 
battery and with threatening her life. 
From stories, with which it seems all 
parties agree, it appears that Jackson, 
who is a mining engineer, left his wife 
with two little daughters at the 
Metropolitan iodging - house’ eight 
months ago while he went to Arizona. 
He returned a little more than a week 
ago. Apparentiy everything was all 
right until today. 
Some one on the street told him this 
morning that during his absence his 
wife had been untrue. From other 
parties he gathered other incidents, 
which made him belicve the story. He 
bought a gun and returned, making 
accusations which the wife resented. 
He had been drinking and threatened 
her. She sent for the police, and two 
officers went to find what was the mat- 
ter. He told them his story and they 
left. Meantime Mrs. Jackson had dis- 
posed of the gun. Jackson went and 
bought another. There was more talk 
between him and his wife. She went to 
ihe Police Station and had the warrant 
issued. The arraignment will be to- 
merrow. Jackson's bail was fixed at 
$909, which he could not furnish, and 
went to jail. Mrs. Jackson says her 
husband is jealous and angry because 
she had refused to live with him. 
Jackson claims George Barret, a motor- 
man, is the cause of the troub'e. He 
came in for a good share of the threats 
and it was feared that his life would 
be in danger should Jackson meet him. 

ANOTHER YUMA SURVEY. 
At the instance of B. P. Cheney, 
president of the San Diego Land and 
Town Company, the San Diego Eastern 
Railroad Company will undertake an- 
other survey to Yuma as soon as the 
present one is finished.. The new sur- 
vey will proceed for the most part 
south of the international boundary 
line, in Mexican territory. The 
surveying party will be made 
up of the members of Engineer 
Richard's party, under direction of 
Engineer Savage. It will be a hurried 
stadia survey, running the lines much 
quicker than is possible in any other 
way, and the engineer expects to reach 
Yuma in less than a month after start- 
ing. The idea is to determine upon the 
feasibility of such a line, as many of 
the members of the committee believe 
that it will be better, with easier gradi- 
ents than the other. It will be left for 
any company or individual who may 
undertake. construction to decide be- 
tween the two routes. Mr. Richards in 
running his line was under instructions 
to keep on this side of the boundary, 
and did so. 

SAN DIPGO BREVITIES. 

Mrs. Josefa del Valle Foster of Los 
Angeles has brought suit, against Rich- 
ard Egan, as administrdtor of the es- 
tate of John F. Foster, her late hus- 
band, to quiet title to a large amount 
of property here. The complaint sets 
forth that Foster, who died August 21, 
leaving a will and the estate of which 
the defendant was made the adminis- 
trator, a month prior to his death 
made a deed to all the property listed 
in the complaint to the plaintiff, and 
the deed was filed March 1s. The ad- 
ministrator claims that the property, 
about fifty pieces, belong to the estate. 
Mre. Foster claims it belongs to her. 
John Bogan, father of Mrs. A. G. 
Gassen, died this morning at the rest- 
dence of her daughter. He was a na- 
tive of Gloucester, Eng.. and came to 
California in 1852. He removed to San 
Diego in 1872 and spent the most of 
his life here since that time. Besides 
e daughter, he leaves three sons, 
hn Bogan, Assessor of Pima county, 


Ariz., and Bennie ‘and Ivo Bogan of
